Ho Chi Minh's North Viet- 
namese regime demanded rec- 
ognition' in Cambodia for the 
Communist-led "Free Khmer" 
forces and in Laos for the Neo 
Lao Hak Xat, political arm of 
the Pathet Lao forces.

ment, the Pathet Lao was sup- 
posed to be" restricted to two 
northern provinces, Phong Saly".

Kong Le led a revolt against the 
royal government, demanding a 
neutralist regime. North Viet- 
nam sent help to the neutralists. 
So did the Russians. The United 
States sent help to the royal 
government. The situation be- 
came so dangerous to world 
peace that the big powers, in- 
cluding Red China, , agreed to 
confer. 

In May 1962 Pathet Lao troops 
occupied a town on Thailand's 



border, threatening Thai securi- 
ty. President Kennedy sent 
American troops- to Thailand. 

With the pressure mounting, " 
three factions in Laos— Commu- 
nist; neutralist and royalist — 
" ne t and s e n t; a 
delegation to the conference in 
Geneva. This brought a declara- 
tion of Laotian neutrality and 
idependence, 

Now Laps seems in an even 
worse situation. Intelligence 
sources report 40,000 North Viet- 
nam ese regula r troops in areas 
• of the country controlled by the 
Communists. The U.S. State De- 
partment says it is "watching 
the situation closely." 

Cambodia, too, is a potential 
flashpoint of conflict. The State

The "1962 pattern could be re- 
peating. All the elements are 
there for a world crisis of major 
. proportions, involving expansion 
of the Vietnam war to Laos- and 
Cambodia. 

This prospect" seemed to be 
-enough in 1961 to persuade both ..' 
the Russians and the Red 
Chinese to take a hand in snuff- 
ing out the fuse. If the danger is 
great enough again, perhaps it 
will bring about another inter- 
national conference.

Robert F. Kennedy's sort, 
Joe, 15, broke his leg Thursday 
while on the slopes at Sun Valley 
where his family is on a Christ- 
mas skiing vacation. 

Joe was treated for what hos- 
pital officials said was a "boot 
top" fracture of both bones of 
the right leg,. 

Last year the youth suffered a 
boot top fracture of the left leg 
while skiing at the south central 
Idaho resort over the Christmas 
holidays.

Edward Kenne- 
dy, D-Mass., and his wife, and 
the senators' sister, Mrs. Pat 
Lawford, and her children, are 
vacationing at the resort. 

A Sun Valley spokesman said 
the group would attend a private 
New Year's Eve party al t h e 
home of Bill Janss, co-director 
of the Janss Corp. which owns 
Sun Valley.

Mr. Kramer also alleged that 
former officer Heath was being 
made a scapegoat. 

Mr. Ruebelman and Mr. 
Humphries were arrested Dec. 
21 at the Perrine Memorial 
Bridge and charged with illegal 
possession of marijuana. Of- 
ficers Heath and McGreer made 
the arrest. 

The car Ruebelman and Hum- 
phries were in was searched 
some time following the arrest 
and a quantity of marijuana 
was found. The day after the 
search. Chief Barnett accused 
the two officers of placing the 
marijuana in the car to strength- 
en the case against Mr. Ruebel- 
man and Mr. Humphries. 

Mr. Heath and Mr. McGreer 
are free on $1,000 bond each fol- 
lowing their arraignments in 
court. Both have asked for pre- 
liminary hearings. Hearing 
dates have not been set.

A wind-driven . snowstorm 
swept through the Northeast' to- 
day, burying many inland- sec 
tions in knee-deep snow and 
pelting some fringe areas with 
snow, sleet and freezing rain 
The storm extended Into New 
England after a quick sweep 
across the South Thursday. 

The Virginia highlands and 
western Maryland were hobbled 
by up to a foot and a half of 
snow. Northwestern Pennsylva- 
nia and northern Upstate New 
York were pasted with foot-deep 
snows during the night. 

Gale warnings flew along the 
Atlantic Coast and the brisk 
winds ranged far inland.

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The Airport Question 



• In taking the initial steps which will 
ultimately result in Joslin Field be- 
coming a city-county airport, county 
commissioners are acting under a 
mandate given them by a great ma- 
jority of interested taxpayers. ' „ 
These taxpayers are those who 
were interested enough in govern- 
ment -to attend at least one of several 
"grass roots" tax discussions held 
recently throughout the county. In 
each case the commissioners met the 
taxpayers face to face and found out 
what projects should, and what proj- 
ects should not, be included when the 
time comes to put together the budg- 
et and make the levy for the coming 
governmental year. 

Recently, from sources outside 
Twin Falls County, there has, been

priticicrn ievolcd at the tommiGGi o n . 
ers for their startd to back a city- 
county airport, located within the 
county, rather than a so-termed "re- 
gional" field which would be located 
somewhere on the north side of Snake 
River. 

The county - city arrangement, 
which will see the improvement of 
the present Twin Falls municipal 
field, is a matter of simple econom- 
ics. 

Establishment and construction of 
a regional field north of the Snake 
River would call for a large bond 
election, backed by the approval vote 
of the taxpayers of the various coun- 
ties .involved. There is good reason 
to belteve that such a bond issue 
would not carry at this time. 

In lieu of such a bond election, the 
fact that the County of Twin Falls 
and the City of Twin Falls will join 
in improving the present Joslin Field 
— all without a bond election — shows 
the officials are following the wishes 
of the people who pay the bill. 

Construction of a new regional air- 
port would cost several million dol- 
lars and regardless of the ultimate 
cost — or the number of counties par- 
ticipating — Twin Falls County would 
pay 51 per cent of that cost. ^. 

That is one of the "stickers" whicTt 
is causing taxpayers of Twin Falls 
County and city to shy away from 
the regional field concept. 

Another drawback is that, although 
this county would be burdened with 
more than half the cost, the taxpay- 
ers of the, county would find they 
would have only one-fifth of a voice 
in operation of the field. A five-man 
commission would guide the project 
and only one member would be from 
Twin Falls. 

These are only two of the many 
reasons that have been advanced as 
evidence that existing Joslin Field 
should be developed. But the biggest 
reason is still money. 

Joslin Field, over the period of only 
a few years, can be improved to the 
point where it win be able to accom- 
modate jet planes carrying up to 125 
people — the biggest jets that will 
ever serve this area in any event. 
With a total population of the entire 
Magic Valley in the neighborhood of 
100,000, simple arithmetic will dis-

cancellation would be even less be- 
cause wind conditions are not as 
critical with the larger planes as with 
the small ones now serving this area. 

The regional airport concept has 
great merit and it should be pursued 
aggressively. In Magic Valley's fu- 
ture a regional field is needed which 
is more conveniently accessible to 
the residents of Jerome, Shoshone, 
Gooding, Rupert, Burley, Hailey and 
Sun Valley. The gateway to Sun Val- 
ley should be preserved by the Magic 
Valley area. 

' But time is a factor. Better airport 
-facilities are needed now. The Twin 
Falls city-county expansion plan will 
serve until such time as the regional 
airport appears on the scene to han- 
dle future growth which faces all of 
Magic Valley. 

Federal money is available to aid 
in construction at the Twin Falls 
airport. If plans for such improve- 
ments are not agreed upon right now, 
there will be no such money available 
until 1370. If the agreement is im- 
mediate, then the first federal funds 
will be available in 1969. 

And it is in 1970 that West Coast 
Airlines has said the first of 50-pas- 
senger jets which would serve com- 
munities like Twin Falls will be- 
available. 

So it is possible that before that 
time Twin Fulls will be ready for the 
jet age in transportation. The runway 
extension at Joslin Field, and re- 
lated improvements, will result in 
the airport being able to handle the 
DC-9 80-passcnger jets which now 
overfly Twin Falls, the DC-727 120- 
passenger jets which now can land 
only at Boise and the brand new 50- 
passenger Fairchild jets which will 
come in 1970. 

What more could citizens of Twin 
Falls County really need? All this 
will be accomplished without a bond 
election and on a pay as you go basis. 

Frankly, we see nothing wrong with 
this pay-as-you-go idea as against 
burdening taxpayers with a huge 
bond debt. 

The county commissioners and the 
city commissioners are to be com- 
mended for approaching the project 
the way the taxpayers want them to 
approach it.

H 
earned 21 Pei" cent after taxes 
last year, the highest for any 
industry, which is not only a 
testament to greed but which/ 
makes laughable the industry's 
claim that it plows most of Its 
profits into "research. Squibb 
says an after-tax profit of 12 
per, cent would be about right, 
a "sentiment to which most 
stockholders in other industries 
would subscribe. 

Another industry argument is 
that companies are faced with 
an exceedingly -high "risk. But 
Squibb told subcommittee econo- 
mist Benjamin Gordbrr-he knew

„ An alliance of Southern Demo- 
crats and Republican conserva- 
tives managed to kill an amend- 
ment permitting states- receiving 
Federal health aid to buy drugs 
by their cheaper, generic names 
during the rush to complete the 
Social Security bill.

Q — I am 64. Every time I 
turn my neck there is a pain- 
ful cracking noise. What causes- 
this and is there any cure for 
it? 

A— Cracking in any joint is 
caused by the. snapping of liga- ' 
ments or tendons-- as the joint 
is moved. Although there Is no 
simple cure for this condition, 
it helps to avoid turning your 
head quickly. Using a heating 
pad for 20 minutes two or three 
times a day should take some of 
the soreness out of your neck. 

Q — What is meant by coxa 
valga? With this condition can 
I still have a child by natural 
childbirth? 

A— In an adult, the neck of the 
femur forms an angle of about 
125 degrees with the shaft of the 
bone. When this angle, is in- 
creased (more nearly a straight 
line), a congenital condition call- 
ed coxa valga exists. Of itself 
this would have no effect on 
childbirth. 

Q — What is synovitis? 

A — This is an inflammation of 
the membranous sheath that sur- 
rounds the tendons in the vicin- 
ity of a joint. It commonly af- 
"fects the ankles, knees and fin- 
gers. 

Q — My psychiatrist Is giving 
me an intramuscular injection of 
Novocain once a week for a 
nervous condition. How will this 



help my emotional problem? 
Can I become addicted to the 
drug? 

A — Procaine (Novocain) Is a 
local anesthetic. Although it has 
been used for many other pur- 
poses, such use is not recom- 
mended because other drugs 
work better. It Is not habit- 
forming. 

Q— I have a papilloma about 
the size of a grain of rice on 
my back. Is it best to leave it 
alone of 1 have it removed? 

A — Papillomas of the skin are 
wartlike growths. If they are 
subjected to constant friction or 
become infected they should be 
removed. Otherwise they should 
be left alone. The operation is 
both safe and simple. 

Q— Why are some drugs re- 
ferred to as major and others 
as minor tranquilizers? Which 
type is Librium? 

A— The major tranquilizers 
are used chiefly, but not ex- 
clusively, to relieve aggressive- 
ness and overactivity in acutely 
disturbed mental patients. They 
arc not habitforming. The minor 
tranquilizers, of which Librium, 
Equanil, Miltown and Vallum 
are examples, are used chiefly 
for the supression of anxiety and 
nervous tension. When taken for 
a prolonged period they cause 
the user to become emotionally 
or physically dependent on 
them.

Of Law And Order 



It doesn't take a crystal ball 
to foresee the major issue of the 
forthcoming political season, 
both domestically and interna- 
tronally. 

Dominating our affairs at 
home will be two broad con- 
cerns: law and order and gov- 
ernment controls. 
.The issue of law and order 
wu"l not be racial in Pact, al- 
though it may often be racial 
in propaganda, particularly in 
its treatment in some" segments 
of the press — notably network 
television, far more than the 
printed press. 

Actually, the issue will "tft 
whether ' men of any race, 
creed or Color will be permitted 
to substitute violence for ra- 
tional political processes. At 
one time it was such organiza- 
tions as the Ku Klux, Klan stood 
nut in this aspect. And when 
that was the case, there was 
surely widespread understand- 
ing of the basic principle's in- 
volved—violence versus reason. 

Now. on the turning- 'wheel 
of things, it is black racist 
groups which most often are in- 
volved. Unfortunately, where 
all were quick and right to 
condemn the Klan, all too many 
today reach fo rexcuses, rather 
than, reason, when it comes to 
to the new lawlessness of the 
new groups. 

The same standard applies tc 
all, regardless of color. A 
thug or a thief is a thug or 
thief, no matter what his color. 
The color of a man's skin 
should have nothing to do with 
anything. 

The issue of government con- 
trols already has cast its 
shadow on us. President John- 



Internationally, the most Im- 
mediate concern will be the ac- 
ceptance, of a coalition govern- 
ment in South Vietnam in order 
to end the war prior to the 1968 
elections. Signs of this pos- 
sibility are popping up like 
crocuses in springtime. Should 
such an arrangement be ac- 
cepted, it will not mean the 
end of the war, but quite the 
opposite. Every experience with 
governments shows that they 
result either in renewed fight- 
ing or in a full Communist take- 
over. 

The war in Vietnam can be 
won militarily. It cannot be 
won by giving to the Commu- 
nists the very thing for which 
they started the war, a govern- 
mental foothold in the south. 
Should they get it, they will 
have proved the efficacy of 
their political warfare tactics. 
With such proof, the next Viet- 
nam is inevitable. And it could 
be right in our own backyard. 

Overshadowing every thing 
will be the progress of' the So- 
viet Union in dominating space 
weaponry. U the second-best 
defense research policies of 
Defense Secretary Robert Mc- 
Namara are continued, we can 
expect to fall further and fur- 
ther behind in this crucial area. 

Should that happen, all the 
rest of our concerns might well 
be academic.

Twin Falls, and Char- 
les H. Carbone, Denver, visited 
Greece, Italy, » Spain, France, 
Wdst Germany, Holland, Bel- 
gium and England in their pre- 
liminary surveys to study mar- 
ket potentials for U. S. beans 
and to lay the ground work for 
increased usage of popular vari- 
eties grown in the Western Unit- 
ed States. 

Acting on the recommendation 
of tbjj} ^markf t survey team, the 
Ferieratlon authorizes Wilson to 
return to Europe and undertake 
an In-depth bean market analy- 
sis to determine if extensive in 
roads into these markets are 
possible. 

Wilson Is npw headquartered 
In Barcoiona, Spain, which is 
near the center of rhe market 
area he will study for up to three 
months.

4e*th of our maples, eln\s and 
other, trees along the highways. 
" t This is one Of those controver- 
sluil things. Let's put this way: 
Salt isn't good for any Vegeta- 
tion and there is no doubt that 
de-icing salt is responsible for 
same "wlhter-fteorch" of ever- 
greens,.' especially on the side 
facing the prevailing winds. Salt 
. run-off could injure or weaken 
«... .Jtrees or shrubs If the concen 
tratlon is great enough. 

However, in all fairness, no 
one can come out and say that 
salt is the reason for our trees' 
dying or becoming weakened. It 
can be a contributing factor but 
there are other reasons why 
- trees die or do not come through 
a winter. 

I'll list them: fungus parasites 
(a major cause of premature 
death of elms, Norway Maples, 
London Planes and Pin oaks), 
canker, excessively deep plant 
tag, girdling roots in' which 
trees strangle themselves, toxic 
• materials (such as crank case 
oil. Industrial fumes, smokes, 
and — particularly in the case 
of trees along a street or high- 
way — extreme campaction of 
earth around the roots from the 
weight of passing traffic. 

I wrote to the Salt Institute in 
Chicago for their ideas about 

t, salt being strong enough to kill 

our roadside trees. This insti- 
tute cites convincing figures : "A 
five-inch snow, which is equiva- 
lent to one-half inch of ice over 
a mile of 20-foot paved highway 
would produce • about 251,500 
^pounds of Ice. The standard ap- 
plication of 500 pounds of de- 
icing salt per mile would pro- 
duce such an extremely dilute 
solution that it is doubtful that 
even the concentrated run-off 
would be Injurious." 

One thing I'm sure of: salt 
Is tougher on cars than It is on 

HOME GROWN POINSET- 
TIAS WILL BLOOM: Many who 
kept their polnjettla over from 
last year, or who made new 
plants, might be disappointed 
because their plant hasn't shown 
color for the Christmas holidays. 

Too much artificial light is 
the reason, but don't be dls 
couraged, it will bloom later, 
perhaps around Easter. Artifi- 
cial light used in the evening for 
reading, eating, etc.. will make 
the pomsettla grow green leaves 
and no "flowers." 

If you get a plant for Christ 
mas, keep it watered dally, out 
of direct sun, and in a room 
with day temperature of 72 de- 
grees, night temperature 65 or 
so, for greater mileage. Dry 
soils, lack of light, not air, are 
reasons why foliage turns ye! 
low and curls. Pink and white 
varieties last longer than red 
types, hut all take the same 
care. 

Christmas peppers, Jerusalem 
Cherries and other holiday 
plants need a uniform supply or 
moisture for longer mileage. 

CUCUMBER NOTES: While 
scanning the seed catalogs, take 
a look at Surecrop hybrid, a 
good producer over a long per- 
iod of time, and a fine slicing 
cuke. 

You might, want to try the 
Burpless Hybrid cucumber, 
crisp, tasty, not bitter and 
really burpless. You can eat 
skin and all. A good feature is 
that this cucumber is highly re- 
sistant to downy and powdery 
mildew. 

-tJtTESTION OF THE WEEK: 
D. E. of Burley: "I was dis- 
" '—appointed with our perennial 
bed this year and would like to 
do something about it next year. 
The plants had weak stems, 
sprawled on the ground and 
leaned on each other." 

There are several reasons for 
weak stems and sprawling 
plants: (1) Too much plant food, 
especially nitrogen. (2) Excess 
shade, causes stems to stretch 
out and be weak. (3) Failure to 
keep them pinched back. For 
example, chrysanthemums will 
grow tall and leggy if they are 
not pinched 'a couple times be- 
fore the 15th of July. Pinching 
induces plants to be bushy. (4) 
Too much water will j;ause 
growth to be tender aittf succu- 



lent. Plant foods containing pot- 
ash will help to cause stems to 
stiffen. For that reason wood 
ashes scattered on the perennial 
bed will help to give stronger 
stems. i 

Some plants are naturally, leg 
gy, grassy growers and need to 
be kept In bounds, and quite of- 
ten these need a brutal cutting 
back treatment. 

A. W. of Paul: "I have a 
beautiful gardenia plant, —just 
full of buds. However, it Is cov- 
ered with white patches. What 
should I spray on it?" ^ 

>I'd place a piece of cotton on 
a toothpick and dip It Into some 
rubbing alcohol. Swab each cot- 
tony mass, being careful not to 
get any alcohol on the plant. 
Keep., in mind that the gardenia 
likes , a warm, humid atmo- 
sphere and a location., that af- 
fords plenty of sunshine:" -Give 
the plant a southern exposure 
and a temperature of 70 to 80 
degrees Fahrenheit during the 
day. Night temperature should 
range between/Wgand 65 de- 
grees. If lower than this, the 
plant will grow slowly and fol- 
iage Is apt to become yellow- 
green. Temperatures at night 
above 65 degrees may cause 
buds to drop. 

A. C. of Murphy: "I heard 
that if you put five grains of 
calcium carbide crystals in a 
quart of water and pour this on 
a pineapple rosette (top cut off 
and rooted), it will make the 
pineapple' bloom. The solution 
stands on the pineapple top for 
24 hours then you remove it 
Can you tell me how this works, 
and where you can get the cal- 
cium carbide?" 

The carbide Is the same ma- 
terial once used -In ethylene gas 
lamps and It's also used In the 
modern "scare" gadgets to 
frighten off. birds in orchards 
ana vineyards.. Perhaps some 
readers can tell me where it 
may be obtained. The gas forces 
the plant to bloom. You get the 
same effect by placing an apple 
next to the plant and enclosing 
it With a plastic bag. In fact, 
many of my readers have grown 
edible pineapples indoors, by us- 
ing this trick

Group Predicts Farm Export Growth, 
Cites Importance Of Japanese Market 



WASHINGTON— The growing 
Importance of farm exports to 
United States prosperity Is a 
key"Tinding in the report of. the 
National Advisory Commission 
on Food and Fiber, headed by 
Sherwood O. Berg, Dean, Insti- 
tute of Agriculture, University 
of Minnesota. 

The 31-member commission, 
appointed by President Johnson, 
was comprised of farm and ag r 
ribuslness leaders from busi- 
ness, the universities, and gov- 
ernment. , — : 

The commission's report, enti- 
tled Food and Fiber for the Fu- 
ture, shows the growing depen- 



dence of U.S. agriculture on the 
export market. , 

The United ' States is an ex- 
porter of the equivalent of one 
in every four acres of cropland. 
Japan is the leading market for 
U.S. farm commodities — $393- 
mlllion In fiscal 1967, up three 
per cent from the year before — 
with added prospects for contin- 
ued rapid growth. 

The ten largest export markets 
take up 75 per cent of our com- 
mercial farm exports. These ex- 
ports go also to other advanced 
industrial nations and are sold 
for hard currency. The United 
States' share of worjd agricultur- 



al trade Is estimated by the 
Department of Agriculture as 
one-fifth or the total. > 

During the past rive years, 
U. S. exports of agricultural 
products to Japan increased by 
65 per cent. Japan is now a 
major market for feed entires, 
soybeans and other oilseeds, cot- 
ton, hides and skins, and animal 
fats and oils. The most rapidly 
growing exports are wheat and 
flour, feed grains, and soybeans. 

Japan, according to the com- 
mission's report, is the only ma- 
jor commercial market that has 
significantly increased Its im- 
ports of wheat during the past

Action May 
Affect Idaho 
Spud Industry 

BLACK FOOT (AP) — Idaho's 
entire potato industry could be 
affected by the recent action 
of an Internal revenue agent in 
Montevista. Colo.. Allan F. Lar- 
sen. National Potato Council 
president, said Tuesday. 

Owners of potato, storage fa- 
cilities in Colorado were denied 
the seven per cent Investment 
credit they claimed on their tax 
returns for funds invested in po- 
tato storage buildings. 

The claims were disallowed, 
Larsen said, because, a U.S. In- 
ternal Revenue Service official 
put It. the buildinRs were used 
to store goods other than pota- 
toes. 

"This could affect the entire 
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industry and could be especially 
catastrophic to Idaho growers, 
shippers and processors if a 
precedent is fixed," Larsen said. 
"When you talk about storage 
you're talking about everyone 
in the business. Somewhere 
along the line everyone Involved 
has to store spuds. 

"In Idaho," he said, "we're 
moving to long-term storage in 
very costly storage buildings de- 
signee! for temperature and hu- 
midity control over an 11-month 
period. Idaho stores more pota- 
toes than any other state," he 
said. 

A hearing on the ruling dis- 
allowing the credit on the Colo- 
rado storage facilities has been 
set for Jan. 10 in Washington, 
D.C., Larsen said. 

Efforts are under way. he 
said, to form a delegation of 
Idaho growers, shippers and 
processors to appear at the 
hearing to protest the ruling.

(corn, barley, oats and sor- 
ghums) in the United States 
have benefited heavily from the 
spectacular expansion of live- 
stock production In Japan dur- 
ing the first half of the Sixties.

In this same 
period, feed grain Imports in- 
creased almost four-fold— from 
1.7 million metric tons In 1960

Since Japan has almost no 
additional land that can be de- 
voted to the production of feed, 
Industry will require additional 
future growth of its livestock 
imports". ' The commission con- 
cludes that "while the recent 
high expansion rates for live- 
stock output cannot continue In- 
definitely, major increases can 
be expected. And such increases 
will mean further opportunities 
for the export of feed grains 
and soybeans."

Shortage Of 
Home-Grown 
Cotton Arises

WASHINGTON (AP) — A fed- 
eral farm program to cure a 
. cotton surplus headache has 
worked well— so welf--4jiat the 
government and farmers now 
fear the nation may face a 
shortage of home-grown cotton. 

The program has done ffriwo 
years what it was expected to 
taker- four years to accomplish: 
Make room In the market for a 
record large surplus. 

Now, -at the halfway point in 
its planned operation, the pro- 
gram has forced reductions In 
cotton supplies that have driven 
' prices up, generated heavy 
speculation In cotton futures de- 
livery markets and raised the 
threat of a shortage. 

When the i960 crop was plant- 
ed there was a record large sur- 
plus or nearly 17 million bales- 
most of It tied up In government 
hands under grower price-sup- 
port programs. At that time, 
domestic and export markets 
required onlv about 13 million 
bales a year 

Congress authorized a four- 
year program under which 
farmers would be offered sub 
stantial payments for cutting 
back sharply on production. 
This reduction was designed to 
make room in markets for the 
surplus. 

The 1988 and 1987 crops were 
reduced sufficiently to allow 
markets to absorb all the sur- 
plus. This quicker-than-expected 
reduction In supplies, aided by 
bad weather, has been accom- 
panied by sharp price, advances. 

The government recently an- 
nounced the 1968 program would 
seek a 65 per cent increase over 
this year's very small crop of 
7.9 million bales. It aims at en- 
couraging growers to plant larg 
er acreages by reducing the 
payments for idling land. 

But many cotton Industry 
leaders doubt the 1968 program 
will encourage as large an acre- 
age as the government has rec- 
ommended. Some are urging 
the Agriculture Department to 
revise the program by further 
reducing payment rates. 

The price upturn this year Is 
running counter to one of the 
purposes of the cotton program: 
To keep U.S. prices fully com 
petitive with foreign cotton and 
with man-made fibers. 

That price would need to av- 
erage 21 cents a pound. But re- 
cently prices have been running 
close to 27 cents, a price offi- 
cials say would put cotton at a 
market disadvantage.

UNIVERSITY OF IDAHO, 
Moscow — University of Idaho 
wildlife ' management professor, 
Kenneth- E. Hungerford, has. de- 
veloped a new - type of dew 
m£9SMdDg_gauge_wJilch_should 
eventually aid agriculture, for- 
est Industries, • meteorology, 
Hunters, camper's- and even as 
slst those in. lands such as Is- 
rael in collecting water. 

For the past • 18 years, sci- 
entists throughout the world 
have been 'seeking an effective 

fauge to measure the amount of 
ew accumulation and the pat- 
tern of its distribution. Many at- 
tempts were' made but none pro- 
duced acceptable results until 
Hungerford' developed the "ace 
tate dew gauge.'* -_r' 

The "acetate "a^w .gauge," a 
four-inch square piece of mat- 
ted acetate mounted on a bronze 
iwlre frame, was_- developed in 
1961 and has been widely tested 
since in areas in Idaho. 

According to Dr. Hungerford, 
use of the gauge can be applied 
te many areas of our economy, 
To agriculture, a dew forecast- 
ing service could be developed 
to Inform farmers about the 
amount of dew expected -and its 
drying time. These factors are 
particularly Important at har- 
vest time because of the possi- 
bility of tying up a large labor 
force waiting for the' dew to 
dry. 

Another application is to the 
forest Industrie^: Some forest 
diseases, such as, white pine 
blister rust, spread only where 
there are large amounts of mois- 
ture. Accurate dew pattern in- 
formation would help foresters 
in combating these diseases. In 
addition, data on the patterns 
and amount of dew would assist 
fire fighters in controlling for- 
est fires and predicting their di- 
rection. 

The history of dew collection 
dates back to ancient times 
when desert travelers used piled 
rocks to collect water. Today, 
there is great interest in dew 
research by desert countries 
such as Israel for possible sourc- 
es of water. 

Hungerford also sees the dew 
gauge used to help campers in 
selecting a dew free campsite, 
and giving ruffed grouse hunt- 
ers valuable information on 
where to find the birds. 

The results of this research on 
the "acetate dew gauge" Is 
published in the current Issue of 
the Journal of Applied Meteor- 
ology.

Action On 
Imitation 
Milk Asked

WASHINGTON (AP) — Dairy 
leaders are pressing for action 
by the Agrlcuture Department 
to deal with competition posed 
by filled or .lmitalon milk.-.. 

The National Milk Producers 
Federation wants the depart- 
ment to hold public hearings 
looking to the possible amend- 
ment of federal milk marketing 
orders to make fluid milk more 
competitive in price with the 
new beverage product*. 

The federation has advised 
members that there is a possi- 
bility of hearings early next 
year. 

Filled or imitation milk pro- 
ducts are composed of skim 
milk and vegetable fats. Be- 
cause vegetable fats are cheap- 
er than butterfat, the new pro- 
ducts are able to undersell fluid 
milk in markets where they are 
offered. At present, these pro- 
ducts are available in many 
areas of the West. 

Some discussion haa been giv- 
en to the proposal that prices 
of skim milk be increased. This 
could offset In part and or 
whole the present price advan^ 
age of the filled or imltalon 
milk over regular fluid milk. 
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Hold on, Humpty Dumpty — 
Help is on the way I Agricultural 
engineers have succeeded in 
measuring the strength of egg- 
shells by means of atomic radia- 
tion without breaking the shells, 
thus overcoming one of the ob- 
stacles In obtaining "a tough- 
shelled egg. ■ 

In a scientific paper recently, 
P. E. James and H. F. Jletzer, 
both agricultural engineers at 
the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture's agricultural engineering 
laboratory in Beltsville, Md., 
and R. S. Pressly oT the U.S. 
Atomic Energy Commission's 
Oak Ridge National Laboratory 
in Oak Ridge. Tenn., said, 
"From time Immemorial, men 
have lamented the tragedy of 
Humpty Dumpty. We are now 
trying to ruggedizc Humpty 
Dumpty so he will be able lo 
withstand a great fall without 
such discouraging results. 

The breakage of eggs, they 
said, is "far more than a win- 
some lyrical tragedy" in the 
United States, where approxi- 
mately three per cent of the 
eggs produced were- broken dur- 
ing processing, with a resulting 
loss of 25 million dollars In 1966. 
"If we ~could save only a frac- 
tion of this, we could effectively 
increase our egg production with 
no extra feed, labor, or handling 
costs," they Commented. "One 
of the obstacles in obtaining a 
tough-shelled egg has been that 
there was no quick, non-destruc- 
tive way of measuring eggshell 
strength." 

In the new technique, known 
as "beta baclcscattcr," small 
beta particles, are fired 'at the 
egg/ and the particles that 
bounce back are counted. A 
tough shell returns many more 
particles than a fragile one 

In their experiment, after the 
backscatter measurements were 
made, the eggs were labeled, 
broken, _y»e shells were' dried, 
and the thickness of the shells 
was measured 

"The correlation between- 
thick shells, and high backseat 
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ter count was not as great as 
that between strong shells and 
high backscatter," the agricul- 
tural engineers reported. "Thick 
shells are sometimes porous and 
composed of little shell materi- 
al." 

James. Retzger and Pressly 
described the design of a holder 
rod with tungstefT'eup on the 
end to contain the beta emit- 
ting source, and the fabrication 
of the source, which consisted 
of cylindrical fused pellets of 
ruthenium 106 - rhodium 106 
They also designed a special 
detector support upon which the 
egg Is placed durlnc the mea- 
surement of the radiation back- 
scatter. 

"Our conclusion Is that we 
are measuring impact resist- 
ance with extreme precision," 
they said. V'The backscatter 
gauge should make it possible 
to study the impact resistance 
(of esgs) under a variety of 
conditions." 

It is now posslble.-the agricul- 
tural engineerinF researchers 
said, to determine quickly and 
nondestructivcly the influence of 
many factors on eggshell 
strength, such as the influence 
of temperature and temperature 
variations, the effect of humidi- 
tv. the influence of the age of 
the egg, the effect of the hen's 
age, diet, and rate of egg pro- 
duction, and the effect of inheri- 
tance. , 

"This backscatter " technique 
also permits eggs to be classU 
fied according to their ' shell 
strength," they said. "If eggs 
broken by egg-handling equip- 
ment are measured for fragility, 
the equipment manufacturer 
may determine how roughly his

Miscalculation Turned 1967 
Into Poor Year For Farmers 

Increase little If

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
Johnson administration miscal- 
culation just when things were 
beginning to look up turned 1967 
into a poor income year for 
farmers. The adverse effects 
are likely to carry over Into 
1968. 

The year 1966 had been a 
fruitful one for the nation's pro- 
ducers. Most crop surpluses 
that had depressed agriculture 
for years had finally been dis- 
posed of. Agricultural prices ad- 
vanced and farm income 
climbed , to the second highest 
level in history. 

The administration laid out 
for farmers a 1967 crop produc- 
tion program calling for a sharp 
Increase In production, particu- 
larly of grains and soybeans. 
This program was based on cal- 
culations that there would be 
possible world shortages and on 
predictions that there would be 
increased hunger abroad. 

Farmers followed through by 
producing . the largest wheat, 
livestock feed grain and soy- 
bean crops of record. Produc- 
tion Increased also for livestock 
and poultry. 

But, to the great chagrin of 
Secretary of Agriculture Orville 
L. Freeman, world production 
last year turned out to be larger 
than earlier reports had indicat- 
ed. 

As a consequence, the big in 
crease in foreign demand for 
Arnerican food which the ad- 
ministration had advertised 
failed to develop. Not only did 
the foreign markets decline in 
size, but the United States ran 
into keener competition than 
had been anticipated. 

The result was'- a sharp de- 
cline in farm prices at home 
and abroad. Tho big 1967 crops 
became "a burden on the mar- 
kets. Much of the grain was 
stored on farms under govern- 
ment price support "Toans in- 
stead of moving Into markets 
that had beai forecast. 

Farm income declined 10 per 
cent from the 1966 level, largely 
because farm prices averaged 5 
per cent less thart the year be- 
fore. Government economists 
have predicted that 1968 farm

Naturally farmers com- 
plained. Many expressed bitter- 
ness, particularly when they 
viewed rising incomes for labor 
and business. Freeman spent 
much of the year trying to pla- 
cate producers and attempting 
to reassure them of a brighter 
future. Toward the end of the 
year, the secretary said devel- 
opments were "terribly disap- 
pointing," adding that no one 
was more unhappy about it than 
himself.

On Farms

WASHINGTON (AP) — It's the 
boss who works the longest 
hours down on the farm. 

This is shown In periodical re- 
ports issued by the Agriculture 
Department on farm employ- 
ment. The latest report shows 
that all workers on farms — op- 
erators, other family members 
and hired hands — worked an av- 
erage of 37 hours during the last 
week of November. 

But farm operators put in an 
average of 41.3 hours, compared 
with 30.2 for other members of 
the farm family and 34.4 hours 
for hired workers. 

Hours worked during this 
time of the year average con 
siderably less .than during the 
spring planting, summer cultl 
vating and fall harvesting sea- 
sons. That's mainly because 
most of the principal work of 
the production year — particu- 
larly for crops — is about out 
of the way. 

Many farm operators work 
longer hours than their hired 
workers to hold down production 
costs. 

Longest hours put in by oper- 
ators was an average of 50.8 in 
May. This compared with an av- 
erage of 35.9 for hired workers, 

The shortest average work 
week for hired men was 32.4 
hours In July when operators 
put In an average of 47.7. 

Farm employment in the last 
week in November was 4,583.000 
Including 3,553,000 operator and 
family workers and, 1,030,000 
hired employes. This number 
was down 17 per cent from late 
October, a period of heavy har- 
vest operations, and down 5 per 
cent from late November last 
year. 

Farm employment has been 
receding for many years, large- 
ly .reflecting Increasing use of 
machinery and other labor-sav- 
ing devices.

From careful handling during 
milking machine procedures to 
provide well-proportioned stalls, 
the dairy farmer can do much 
to reduce or • eliminate severe 
trauma (injury) to the cow's 
teats and udder that may re- 
sult In inflammation, a high 
leukocyte count, and watery or 
otherwise abnormal milk, ac- 
cording- to .George M. .Turner,: 
an extension, agricultural engi- 
neer, and Donald E. Lahore, 
ertension veterinarian, both of 
the University of Kentucky, 
Lexington. 

Although it is practically im- 
possible to keep the udders of 
young stock and producing 
-stock sterile, the milk producer 
must' learn how to keep micro- 
organisms at a minimum in the 
herd, said Turner- and Lahore. 
Some* of their suggestions for 
machine milking were: 

Avoid putting teat cups on 
too soon. "The milk operator 
should determine on each in- 
dividual cow when the milk has 
been let down before attaching 
the teat cups. This will prevent 
the collapsed teat from being 
forced too far into the liner and 
the inside surfaces of the teat 
sinus being rubbed together 
during the massaging phase of 
the teat cup action." 

Watch each cow carefully to 
determine when the gland cis- 
terns are empty, and immedi- 
ately begin machine stripping, 
to avoid abrasion of the internal 
surfaces of the udder. 

Keep milk line vacuum level 
stable. "Milk blockage may be 
caused by partially blocked in- 
line filters, too small milk lines 
too many milking units on a 
line, . or too small a vacuum 
pump or vacuum line system.' 

Follow manufacturer's recom- 
mendations on pulsation rate of 
the milking machine. "It seems 
reasonable from all we know 
at the present time that too 
fast or slow a rate could possi 
bly cause trauma." 

(Many operators briskly re 
meVe all four teat cups without 
first relieving the vacuum in 
them, the Kentucky agricultural 
experts observed, and "this ex- 
cessively rough handling . can 
cause overstressing of the living 
tissue." 

Many things In the cow's 
physical living quarters can 
physically Injure the udder, Tur- 
ner and Lahore pointed out. In 
remodeled barns, sometimes 
walls are removed, but wooden 
or concrete sills are left and 
bedding placed close to the level 
of the sills. When betiding i-> 
compressed afier much usage, 
the sills are exposed and when 
the cows are forced to walk 
over them, the udder can be 
physically hit. 

They al50~~advised- that curbs- 
at the back of free stalls be 
not over eight inches, to avoid 
the cow's hitting her udder when 
entering the stall. 

"There have been reported in- 
stances of cows struggling to 
get up from poorly-proportioned 
stalls or from slick surfaces and 
stepping on their ,teats, causing 
severe trauma or pinching off 
a portion of it," they reported. 
They also cautioned against pok- 
ing at cows or swinging at them

Asked why they had chosen to 
come to Sweden instead of stay- 
ing In Russia where they went 
after jumping ship in Japan last 
October, Richard D. Bailey, 
speaking for the' group, said: 

"We chose Sweden basically 
because it is neutral and the 
neutral line conforms with our 
views. We do not like politics 
and wanted to get away from id- 
eologies East or West." - 

The four sailors, who said 
they deserted to protest the 
Vietnam war. arrived on a com- 
mercial flight from Moscow and 
were whisked away from n 
throng of photographers and 
newsmen at the airport to a 
nearby police precinct at 
Macrsta. " , 

Police held them In custody 
pending a decision by the Aliens 
Commission in Stockholm on 
their admission to the, country. 

Following u two-hour ques- 
tioning by the police, the four 
appeared at their first news 
conference with Western news- 
men since their desertion. It 
was staged by the Swedish Viet- 
nam Committee, a local peace 
group. 

The four sported beards and 
wore some items of Russian 
clothes.

NEW YORK (AP) — Once 
again It is emanation's money 
system tha t TWlst depress the 
country's desire to spend more 
than lt produces.

Once again, also, business is 
faced with the dangers of mone- 
tary policy working alone, with- 
out the cooperation of fiscal pol- 
icy, which is the taxing and 
spending strategy of the federal 
government. 

By forcing member banks to 
keep idle some $550 million that;

Federal Reserve Board, which 
controls the money supply, has 
relieved some inflationary, pres- 
sures.

Few businessmen can forget 
that less than two years ago, in 
the absence of a tax Increase, 
the Fed cut the credit hose, 
creating a drought of lendable 
funds and bringing the nation to 
the brink of a money panic,.

The Fed maintained, howev- 
er, that it had little choice but to 
continue the flow. It had to. feed 
money to an expanding econo- 
my, keep an eye on the nation's 
adverse balance of payments, 
try to keep interest rates from 
going through the roof, finance 
a war. 

All the while it expected mo- 
mentarily assistance from a tax 
increase. This would have per- 
mitted It to continue feeding 
money to an expanding econo- 
my. But it would have relieved 
, jt of full responsibility for re- 
straining that economy also. 

The tax help never came, of 
course, and now the Fed Is 
again going it alone, tightening 
the spigots again, '.even though 
the up-down reaction of the 
economy during the past two 
years is proof of the inherent 
dangers. 

The impact of this latest move 
toward tighter money is larger 
than appears at first glance. Big 
city banks now will have to keep 
17 per cent of their funds in re- 
serve to pay off demands that 
might be made. The smaller 
country banks also will have to 
keep 12.5 per cent more in re- 
serve. 

This means that city banks 
will have to retire about $360 
million of their funds. The coun- 
try banks will have to forego 
lending about $190 millloaj— the 
Fed estimated. 

However, the final effect is 
much larger, for this total of 
$550 million would have been de- 
posited and. lent out again many 
times. The longer It Is 'kept Idle, 
therefore, the greater the im- 
pact. , 

In light;of past events, this ac- 
tion by the Fed raises very seri- 
ous questions in the minds of 
borrowers as to whether severe 
dislocations- might be coming 
again. Perfcaps the monetary 
mechanism is too cumbersome, 
they fear, because seldom can 
its effects be prophesied. 
. The net effect, therefore, will 
be more than' financial. It will 
be psychological also.
